Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is indicated as having allowable subject matter because the prior art of record 
does not teach or render obvious the total combination claimed, including a tray comprising a 
projection extending away from the surface and from the second end of the surface, wherein the 
projection is formed integrally with the surface as a one piece member, and a recess formed 
within the surface. Prior art references with tray projections that comprise of two or more pieces 
connected together do not meet the limitations of this claim. 

Claim 24 is indicated as having allowable subject matter because the prior art of record 
does not teach or render obvious the total method claimed, including the step of discharging the 
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scanned document to a tray, wherein the projection is formed integrally with the surface as a one 
piece member, and wherein a recess is formed within the surface. Prior art references teaching 
discharging onto tray projections that comprise of two or more pieces connected together do not 
meet the limitations of this claim.
